It 
abounds in strong and vigorous thoughts. 
He Congratulates the country upon its pro- 
gres.s and prospects, and upon tho ovur- 
tlu'ow iif slavery and tho granting 
by statute of equal suflMge; con- 
demns the Southern outrages on black 
men anil says that interference with a free 
ballot if persisted in will overthrow tho 
goveriiuicnt. Ho calls for a system of 
nntion.'il and Iiitth class eilucalicui and 
hopes that the [luoplo will find a nesv 
meaning in tho divine oracle wliicli do- 
ilarcs that "a little child shall lead them" 
for (heir eliildren will soon control tho 
destiiiios of the republic. Thocountryis 
asked 1(1 leave the battlefield of dead issues 
and iiii.vo forward in the stri-ngth of lib- 
erty antl a restored union with grander 
victories of [leaco. After touching upon 
the currency, ai,'ri('iilture and nianufac- 
tiir.-'s the presidiii-. refer.s t.) the Isthmus

Mr. T. Davio submitted that the case 
should bo lioard b}' a justice of the peace 
and not by a County Court judge, as a 
County Court judge had no jurisdiction 
to impose a penalty but only to enforco 
payment after it had been imposed. 

Mr. Pooley c.mtondod that the County 
Court judge had all the powers and juris- 
diction of a justice of the poaco. 

Tho Chief Justice remarked that it was 
no uncommon thing to find inconsistencies 
in tho Canadian statutes; but it was only 
by implication that Mr. Pooley's view of 
tho matter could be sustained. It did 
not seem to his Lordship that as a County 
Court judge ho had the jurisdiction to im- 
prison for twolvo months or to impose a 
tine of §200, tlie limit of punishment for 
such an offence under tho statute. Ho 
would advise that the caso bo gone on 
with and that tho point of law bo reserv- 
ed for hearing before a full court. 

.\fter consultation with Mr. Hamly 
the loariiod counsel for the prosecution 
cor.cludod to go on with tho case; judg- 
ment to be reserved till after the hearing 
of tho point raised by Jlr. T. Davio. 

Tho evidence of Win. Douglass, of San 
Juan Island, was to the effeot that defend- 
ants liad jiurchased 500 sheep out of a 
band of 800 owned by him; and that 
about half of the nOO had been dolivorod 
to defendants; the other half having beon 
lost or strayed away during the winter of 
'79 and '80. Defendant Chia.slott told 
him that he had landed the sheep at 
Rocky Point from Sandwitli's sloop, tho 
Mary Jane, without paying duty on thorn. 

In cross-e.vaininatiori it camo out that 
there was ill fooling between Dou-^lass and 
the defendants and that a caso was pend- 
ing ill tho courts between thorn; antl that 
he knew that the sheep had beon landed 
without paying duty sinco October last; 
witness had met the learned counsel for 
the defonso at Cassiar where he (witnes.s) 
iiad been in jail for a short time. 

Ueorgu Fry certified to 101 alioup and 
lambs being entered at the custom liouso 
between the loth of Juno and 5th Octo- 
ber last; with tho exception of 10 those 
all camo tvcr in Sandwith's sloop p.<}<\ 
weroontered by the defendant Shopland. 

On cross-examination 11 sheep and 
lambs were added, making 112 in all. 

This closed tho caso for tho prosecution. 

Tho Chief Justice could not soo that 
there was much of a caso against the de- 
fondant Shopland. 

Air. Pooley reinarkod that tlio two do- 
fendaiits were in jjartnership together. 

i\lr. T. Davie submitted that if tho caso 
were before a jury his Lordship would in- 
struct thoni the case had not been proved. 
Ho contended that tho ovidonco of Doug- 
lass could not be taken into account as he 
was evidently an accomplice, and further 
that his character waa such that no do- 
pendence could bo placed upon his evid- 
ence. Tho learned counsol citod authori- 
ties ill support of his coiiteiitioii, that as 
an accomplice tho ovidonco of D niglas.i 
uncorrorborated could not bo admitted. 

His Lordship was of opinion that the 
caso was clearly proven against Chisslett, 
but that there seemed to bo very little 
against Shopland. 

Mr. T. Davio remarked that as it was 
tho opinion of his Lordship that Dnugluas' 
ovidonco was admissiblo ho should call 
witnosses for tho defence. 

Tho Chief Justico thought that tho caso 
was cloand or ho would not have made 
tho remark which ho did with reference to 
defendant; but ho would allow Mr. Davio 
to proceed. 

Isasac Sandwith stated that he had a 
landing on San Juan Island and owned 
tho sloop Mary Jane; and that out of tho 
150 sheep or tlicroabouts that were in 
Douglass' corrall belonging to defendants 
Chisslett had told hiin that about 50 had 
broken away in driving them three miles 
to tho landing as the road was a bad one 
and much brush; tho sheep ho brought 
over had been entered at the custom house 
and wore then taken to Foul Bay. 

The counsel for the defence again sub- 
mitted that thoro waa no case as the evid- 
ence of Douglass was unsupported and 
therefore not rcliablo under the circum- 
btanco3. Ho contended that there was 
proof of a largo number of shoep being 
lost in driving from Douglass' corrall to 
the landing, and that tho case should be 
disriiiased. Reference was again mado to 
the first cmitention of tho learned counsel 
respecting the jurisdiction and powers of 
a County Court judge. 

His Lordship thought tho caso a clear 
ono against the defendants. Tho point 
of law raised by the learned counsel would 
bo tried hereafter in full court unless tho 
defendants settled the matter by payment 
of the fine.

2/loso About Colley's Dofoat. 

London, March .'!. — Tho Times gives 
the following account of an Irishman who 

is described by a correspondent as the 
chief advisor of Jouliert, tho Boer com- 
mander. His name is Alfred Aylward. 
He was for some time connected with 
James Stephens, feiii.iii head-center. A 
cprjrespondent of the Tima says that Ayl- 
ward diaapprovud of the plan to murder 
Lord Mayo, an he thought tho time for 
assassination and revolt inopportunoand in- 
formed tho committeo if they resolved to 
murder Lord Mayo that ho should inform 
him of his tlaiigor. Aylward then sent a 
note ti) Lord JNIay.j telling him not to pass 
through the castle yard that evening. 
Aylward was that night shot by a fonian 
as an informer and was taken to the hos- 
pital wounded. After tho Zulu war tho 
Times corrospondoiit met Aylward at 
Natal, who toltl liim Ikmv ho had severed 
his connectimi with tho feiiian movement 
in Ireland. His story is as follows : 

At a meeting of tho central committee, 
Stephens presiding, at which Aylward was 
present, it was dcoided to assassinate 
Lord Mayo, then chief secretary for Tro- 
laml, aa he passed out from Castlo yard, 
Dublin, and to attack Chester castlo, in 
two places. Tho police discovered who 
wrote tho letter to Lord .Mayo, and when 
Aylward recovered, he was placed under 
tho protection of the police, and accepted 
an offer of money from the secret service 
fund on the condition of hia leaving the 
country. Aylward tlum left Ireland and 
wont to South Africa. Ho was for some 
timo at tho diamond fiolds. He has been 
long known in Africa as a strong aympa- 
tliizer with the Dutch. When in 1870 
the BneiLi, being at war with Secocoeni, 
wanted an cflicer, Aylward veiluntoered. 
At a fight at Maliora Klooh, ho was serv- 
ing with the Lydonlierg volunteers, and 
on tho doath of their captain succeeded to 
tho command. Ho is the author of "The 
Transvaal of 'I'o-day," in which he gives a 
sketch of recent Boer wars, and desoribo.s- 
the habits of the people. He was up to 
quite recently editor of the Natal iri(n(?A«, 
published at Pieterniaritzburg.

London, Jan. liO.— The liabitu(;'s of 
the galleries of the House of Commons 
havo had tho best of it this week, that 
is as compared with members on the 
floor of tlie House. They could come 
and go as they pleased, and wlietluir 
absent or present, they neither lost nor 
gained mucii ; whereas tlio .M. P. could 
never be perfectly certain of getting to 
bed, or oven eating Lis dinner unmo- 
lested. But from the whole flood of 
eloquence which lias been poured out 
tho last five days it would bo impossi- 
ble to sift a fresh thought or fact. It 
has all boon talkt^o-talkec, of which tho 
Irish members have had their full 
share. The only thing reinurkablo 
about tho five days' wrangling is that 
the Speaker of the House has managed 
to instil a wholesonio dread in the 
minds of "weavers of long tale.s." Ho 
has kept them to tho jioint at issue be- 
fore the House with u pertinacity 
never bofere known in the conduct of 
such debates. It was in vain that any 
miimber appealed to the indulgence of 
tho House, so as to liave an opportun 
ity to air his eloquence or his views. 
Tho member, howover, who has gained 
the greatest notoriety by this new de- 
parture is 

MR. BIOQAR, 

the member for the Irish county of 

Cavan. He is quite a character. Ho 
is not more than fi\x' feet in height, is 
humpbacked, and can hardly be seen 
above the benches when ho rises to 
Bjieak. His coolne.ss and hia cheek, 
however, coultl not bo exceeded'by the 
greatest giant that ever passed the bar 
of tho House. Always on the alert, 
and ever ready with a cutting, senten- 
tious remark, ho is as much clreadad as 
a rattlesnake could be. W^liother it is 
his physical deformity or his ready wit 
and biting sarcasm that keeps members 
from turning on him, I cannot tell, but 
every ono seems nfrnid to attack him, 
notwithstanding his hand fia against 
every man. Thursday iiiglit, wIhui 
John Bright was speaking, Mr. i3ig 
gar's impertinent remarks, his cheers, 
"oh, oils," bis "hear, hears," wore 
most provoking ; and several times the 
great crtitor turned upon liini with 
eyes glaring like those of a tiger; but 
the first sight of his laughing, misclic- 
vous littlo face never faili;d to change 
the expression of Mr. Bright's counten- 
ance from fury to benignity. On Tues- 
day night, howPTer, Biggur'a ccol^ess 
passed all bounds. When it becaino 
understood that the Houso was to 
have a twenty or thirty hours' sitting, 
he came in, pushing before him athri;e- 
wheeled carriage, loaded witii volumes, 
and as soon as the opportunity present- 
ed ho got up to s])eak and showed 
what use bo meant to make of 
them. He was allowed to speak 
and read from his volumes, ' with 
the interruptions, for about two hours. 
Then the speaker took liiin in hand. 
Every timo ho was uchiionished from 
the chair to keep to tlio question before 
the House would isay some witty 
thing, and proceed ns before. Ho had 
even the face to ask the speaker once, 
in the blandest of tones, wimt was the 
question before tho Houso. For this 
the speaker "named" him, and, accord- 
ing to the rules of the House, ho was 
suspended for that sitting. But using 
his privilege as a inember, be immedi- 
ately repaired to the stranger's gallery, 
where be got up on a perch behind the 
loftiest tier of seals, where he could be 
seen by members on the floor, and look- 
ed down U|jon thoni with tho express- 
ion of a little mischievous imp. But 
small as Mr. Biggar is, and |)rovoking 
as ho is almost always, he is without 
doubt the ablest of all the Irish mem- 
I)crs, whether as a "wire puller," a de- 
bater, or an orator. Ho is ever reaily, 
and can speak by the card, and speak 
forcibly and to the point too, when he 
wishes. In every senso he is a far 
greater mak than parnell. 
The latter, you may be assured, is not 
what would be called a scholar or man 
of culture. He says he has no taste for 
reading, no taste for society, no tasto 
for art, no taste for music. Ho knows 
one subject, the condition of the Irish 
(leasant ; that is enough for him. When 
he has leisuro on his hands he employs 
himself with some form of manual la- 
bour. He is a first-rate carpenter, a 
good mason and bricklayer, and can 
handle a [lick or a shovel with the best 
of them. The other members of the 
Home fiule party who luado themselvcB 
somewhat notorious during the week 
are Mr. Justin McCarthy, Mr. O'Don- 
nell, Mr. Dillon, and Mr. Sexton. 

MR. o'donnell, 
— a writer by tho way on that most 
Tory and aristocratic of papers, the 
Mor)iing Post — next to Mr. Higu.ir, 
mndt^ himself most conspicuous during 
the all-night sitting. He is a voh(>niont 
orator, hut, as Disraeli once said of his 
friend and late colleague. Lord Salis- 
bury, his declamation and vituperation 
want finish. On Tuesday night he at- 
tacked Mr. Gladstone, calling biin a 
traitor, and the latter got up afterwards 
and administered such a castigation as 
he never before received, or any other 
member of the House, or ever will; 
perhafis, again. Every word that fell 
from tho proniiftr's lips was burning and 
went straight to its mark. 'While re- 
ceiving bin chnstiseniGnt the glass fell 
from Mr. O'Donnell's cock-eye, and his 
features writhed as if ho were in ex- 
treme agony. And agony, sure enough, 
it must havo been to suffer what was 
laid upon him by Gladstone, sent home 
by tho cheers of the House.
